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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
Group I : Claims 1 - 7 are drawn to a method of transmitting a signal via 
telephone cables. 

Group II : Claims 8 - 1 1 are drawn to a system for transmitting signals via 
telephone cables having twisted pairs. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions [I] and [II] are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the process as claimed can be practiced by another materially 
different apparatus such as a signal can be optimized by signal adapter and an adapter 
controller to advantageously change the power spectral density by shaping a frequency 
domain based on a training sequence of the remote DSL modem without the need of 
the plurality of transmission units. Spatial structure and electrical parameters of the 
cable is determined from measurements performed by the high speed access system 
(HSAS), which is adapted to take, on a periodic basis, measurements of crosstalk and 
NEXT transfer functions at various frequencies between each pair and all other pairs 
reducing a Cross talk can be achieved by reducing the cable length to the shortest 
achievable without the need of IFFT, equalizer and spectral boding unit. 
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Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable 
over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) of the other invention.
